‘This plan, 
however, wee sprerently changed in process and eventually it was 
Aacifea thet the Relgion JInvernment, one of the “ine Power Treaty 
Sienstories, would ask for 9» conference on “etnber 490 in BAIXE LIES 
in acenraance with the regnlotion of ‘rticle 7 of the Nine “nwor 
freaty with the active medioticn of the britich government and als 
the concurrence of the American Jovernment thereto. The Belgian 
Jovernment formally invited 211 scvernmnents concerned on Netober 
16 end aelivereda a formal letter oi invitation to the Imperial 
Invanece Government on %ctober 20 through the Belgian 4mbassador 
at Tory.. (It has become cleor that the deley in the invitation 
to tho Japanose Government was caused by a technical oversight in

aeciaion towards us, beneficial settlement could not be expected 
from the Conference and 9s our actions in China are simply deiensiv
